INDY OPPOSES 
OCEAN FLIGHT 


Washington, October 17.—(United 


News.)—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
is opposed to further trans-oceanic 
stunt flights at the present stage of 
aviation development. 

“The immediate future of aviation 
in this country rests in development 
of trans-continental airways rather 
than furthering trans-oceanic air traf- 
fie.” he said, 

Lindbergh stopped off to have Iunch- 
eon with President Coolidge while en 
route by plane from Richmond. Va.. 
to Baltimore. He appearec at the 
white house hatless and wearing the 
same blue suit which he had on when 
he arrived back in this conntry after 
his New York-to-Paris flight. He 
was accompanied to the Inncheon by 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce Mac- 
Cracken. 

The strain of the nation-wide air 
tour, which Lindbergh is conducting 
for the Guggenheim fund for the pro- 
motion of aviation, appears to be tell- 
ing on the young flier. He appears 
to have lost weight since he was here 
several months ago and his face has 
lost much of its tan. 

Lindbergh stated that he heliered 
covernment legislation to reculate 
trans-oceanic flying would serve no 
useful purpose. . : 

“But the government can do much.” 
he added, “to promete useful flights 
as opposed to stunts.” 

“A majority, if not all, of the trans- 
oceanic flights were begun,” he said. 
“without proper equipment or experi- 
ence, There was not enough attention 
paid to equipment.” 

Lindbergh expressed the opinion 
that a plan could be worked out to 
obviate the necessity of making trans- 
oceanic flights without stopping, as he 
did last May. 

“This might be done,” he suggest- 
ed, “by the provision of floating serv- 
ice stations for seaplanes along the 
ocean routes, Provision of lighting 
stations at sea is something for engi- 
neers to solve. So far as I can see. 
however, there is no reason why serv- 
ice stations for seaplanes cannot be 


provided in mid-ocean.”

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FARM RELIEF LEGISLATION. 


It is practically assured that 
President Coolidge will advocate 
the Curtis-Crisp farm relief bill, 
when congress convenes in De- 
cember. 

That he is giving the question 
serious consideration is disclosed by 
all Washington commentators, and 
that he is just as much opposed to 
the equalization fee provision of the 
McNary-Haugen bill now, as at the 
time he vetoed it, is very evident. 

The Curtis-Crisp bill is prac- 
tically the same as the McNary- 
Haugen bill with the exception that 
it imposes no fax upon the pro- 
ducer. 

It provides for a revolving fund, 
and encourages cooperative market- 
ing. 

It provides for setting up an es- 
tablishment for the handling of 
commodity surpluses, and in every 
way provides for helping the agri- 
cultural interests without calling 
upon the farmers to pay the bill. 

The McNary-Haugen measure is 
unwise in many particulars. In its 
original shape it was radical. When 
it came before congress during the 
last session it was very greatly 
modified, with most of the radical 
provisions removed except that of 
the equalization tax. Upon that basis 
alone the president vetoed the act, 
and wisely so, 

The fact is, under its provisions 
a farmer would be required to pay 
an equalization tax upon corn stoted 
in his own barn for feed to his own 
stock. And yet, under the lashes 
of politicians, the west very largely 
Supported the bill. 

The demand for farm relief was 
so acute that thousands of farmers 
in the south, and a great many 
business men, advocated the meas- 
ure. But there has been a change 
of feeling. | 

The Curtis-Crisp bill,one of the 
authors of which is Representative 
Charles R. Crisp, of the third Geor- 
gia district, meets the views of the 
administration entirely, and is re- 
garded as the wisest measure yet 
offered for farm relief. 

Crops this year have been good 
throughout the United States. 
Prices are now far ahead of the 
pre-war prices.

MORE DEFINITE INFORMATION EXPLAINED AT MEETING 


How Sunshine Fights Disease 


Kansas City, October 17.—()— 
More definite establishment of 
value of sunshine in combating dis- 
ease, particularly in the treatment of 
rickets, was announced at the opening 
of the meeting of the Interstate Post- 
graduate Medical Association of North 
America here today by Dr. Alan A. 
Brown, professor of pediatrics at the 
University of Toronto. 

Dr. Brown explained that, although 


‘has been recognized, he believed his 
‘experiments with white rats had dis- 
closed valuable data. 

The experiments indicated that from 
Mareh 1 fo the middle of September 
the antirachitic effect of t' sun’sways 
are eight times as great as during the 
remainder of the year, Dr. Brown said. 
The most valuable period of the day 
was found to be between 11 a. m. and 
|1 p. m., except during the extremely 


the 


hot weather, when the earlier hours 
would be more suitable. An infant, ex- 
posed during these periods, even though 
on a rachitic diet, would be greatly 
benefited, he declared. 

Skyshine, described as reflected rays 
from the sky and clouds, was found to 
have approximately 50 or 60 per cent 
of the value of direct exposure. An 
infant playing on the shady side of a 
street would therefore receive only 
two-thirds of the benefit it weuld ob- 
tain on the sunny side. This point fre-

The resistance of rats to infection 
with specific organism also was _ in- 
creased by sunshine, and undoubtedly 
indicates humans would derive the 
same benefits, he concluded.

Manchester, England, October 17.— 
The opinion is growing that a larg?r 
business will done in yarn and 
cloth in the near future. For some 
time past buyers have adopted a 
policy of extreme caution with the 
result that spinners and manufactur- 
ers lave only booked comparatively 
small orders. There is some ground 
for believing, however, that a change 
of attitude is now in sight, for the 
time is surely arriving when _ ship- 
pers and merchants will have to make 
some provision for the cuture. Buy- 
ers this week have not been pre- 
pared to operate owing to the fact 
that the United States government 
will publish a report on the American 
crop on Saturday. Afier the pub- 
lication of that report traders gener- 
ally will. be able to form more defi- 
mite ideas as to what is a satisfac- 
tory price level. 

There has been a fairly persistent 
demand in piece goods, but manufac- 
turers generally have not booked large 
orders. Although advices from abroad 
indicate that in certain quarters piece 
goods are urgently wanted the ma- 
jority of the offers have had to be 
turned down. Shippers and merchants, 
however, are taking decidedly more in- 
terest in prices and it is probable 
that business will broaden during the 
next few weeks. There has not

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BANKER GIVEN 
PRISON SENTENCE 


Decatur, Ga., October 17.—(Spe- 


cial.)—William I. Jenkins, former 
cashier of the East Atlanta bank, 
Was sentenced to serve two and 
one-half years in th> penitentiary 
here this morning after he had 
entered a plea of guilty to the 
charge of having embezzled the 
sum of $14,000 from the banking 
institution. Sentence was passed by 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, the Jenkins 
case being the first one called when 
the special October term of DeKalb 
superior court opened. 

The plea for Jenkins was entered 
by his attorney, R. B. Lambert, of 
the law firm of Lambert & Lambert. 

Attorney Frank A. Hooper, Sr., as- 
sisting the state in the case, stated 
to the court that Jenkins was dis 
charged from the bank on May 23 
after an audit of the books of* the 
bank had been made. He stated that 
Jenkins was arrested on August & 
on a felony warrant sworn out by 
Dr. E. F. Fincher, president of the 
bank. 

Jenkins was indicted by the grand 
jury at the September term of court 
and has been at liberty since on $15,- 
000 bond.

CELEBRATION PLANNED 
FOR NAVY DAY’ OCT. 27 


Plans for the biggest naval cele- 
bration in the history of Atlanta are 
being made by resident regular offi- 
cers’ of the service, as well as mem- 
bers of the naval reserve forces for 
Thursday, October 27, designated as 
“navy day.” A dinner at one of the 
clubs, a speech by one of the high- 
ranking officers of the United States 
navy, who will visit Atlanta, and a 
program to be broadcast over the ra- 
dio, are included in the plans being 
prepared. 

A prominent part in the program 
has been assigned the students at the 
Reserve Naval Officers’ Training 
school at Georgia Tech, as well as 
the Atlanta naval reserves command- 
ed by Lieutenant H. F. Dobbs. Jesse 
Draper, a lieutenant-commander in 
the naval reserve, is general chairman 
of the various committees having 
charge of the event. The “navy day” 
exercises are sponsored throughout the 
United States by the Navy league 
a civilian organization engaged in 
promoting the best interests of the 
service. 

Atlanta ranks today as one of the 
most important naval centers in the 
United States, it is stated, despite the 
fact that this city does not possess 
the water advantages of cities on the 
sea coast. The position of Atlanta 
with relation to the United States 
navy will be made plain over the ra- 
dio on the night of Thursday, Octo- 
ber 27. ; 

Much attention has been directed 
to this city in recent years due to the 
spirit it displayed in obtaining one of 
the seven reserve officers’ training 
schools assigned by the navy depart- 
ment to leading educational institu- 
tions. Other units are located at 
Harvard. Yale, Northwestern and sim- 
ilar institutions of national reputa- 
tion. The s¢hool at Georgia Tech is 
the only one of its kind in the entire 
south.

the highest fascist hierarchs in the 
Ravenna district, aroused no reprisals, 
most of those arrested being freed ex- 
cept 20 who were guilty of anti-fas-

Necessary measures toward prevent- 
ing unemployment exceeding certain 
limits have been adopted, he reported. 

Mussolini decided on further finan- 
cial retrenchment, including a _ fur-

warned that serious measures would 
be adopted unless the price of food- 
stuffs and other commodities were 
lowered to correspond with the cut in 
salaries and the improvement in the 
value of lire.

Washington, October 17.—(/)—A 
little static hovered in the otherwise 
clear atmosphere of the International 
Radio conference today when F. W.
